GENEVA, May 12.—The League 
of Nations Chaco Commission, 
which has sought in vain to end 
the warfare between the South 
American nations, Paraguay and 
Bolivia, tonight urged arbitratiun to 
settle the war and recommended 


that other countries refuse hence- 
forth to send war. materials to the 


combatants. ~ 

“To arrest the development of 
this catastrophe, the Commission 
considers that the combined action 
by all forces of peace ‘working to- 
gether in harmony is needed,’ the 
report declared. 


“It is essential that the system of 
intervention shouid come to an end. 
If the parties can feel, even after 
the failure of various efforts that 
have been made, that the League 
of Nations is not the final author- > 
ity, but that they can still contem- 
plate the possibility of intervention 
from other quarter, the cause of 
peace will be a jeopardized.” 

Arbitration Arms 


The Commission suggested arbi- 
tration of the frontier dispute be- 
tween the two countries before the 
Permanent Court of International 
Justice. “It would seem tha: the 
Commission’s formula should en- 
joy the'support of all nations that 
desire justice and peace to prevail, 
especially American nations. ' 

“This desire was especially ex- 
pressed by the United States, whose 
delegate Hull (Secretary of State 
Cordell Hull) ... at Montevideo 
expressed himself with singular elo- 
quence and force. 

“Neighboring ‘countries more es- 
pecially, if two belligerents refuse 
to accept honorable and just set- 
tlement, could exercise strict con 
.rol over transit and traffic (of war 
materiais) as a complement to the 
‘control that other nations could ex: 
ercise over certain exports. 

“If, therefore, support is given in 
American to such resolutions ag 
the Council (of the League) may 
adopt, it may ‘have a decisive in- 
fluence.” 

“Pitiless and Horrible.” 

The report said that the war in 
the Chaco was “a singularly pitiless 
and horrible war, with soldiers 
fighting in the bush with inade- 
quate medical treatment. Bath 
countries are growing poorer and 
their future seems darker and 
darker.” 

The pian of peace submitted to 
Paraguay and Bolivia by the com- 
mission, calling for arbitration, is 
entirely fair, the report said, but 
there are several obstacles to peace. 

The recent charges and counter- 
charges made by the two nations 
have embittered the conflict, the re- 
port stated, and another obstacle is 
‘that each country seems convinced 
the military situation wiil- become 
more favorable to her within a 
short time. 

Paraguay, it was represented, be- 
lieves it is only a question of time 
before Bolivia will be completely de- 
feated, while Bolivia hopes for a 
wider scope of arbitration if Para- 
guay’ 8 military forces are ‘unable to 
continue their present vigorous 
campaign. 

' Economics. Involved. 

‘The report added: that, despite the 
co-operation offered by the Pan- 
American Conference as a result of | 
the Argentine proposal for solving 
the economic problems of the two 
countries, it appeared impossible to 
induce them to agree to concilia- 
tion wherein economic questions 
might or. could appear connected 
with the settlement of the frontier 
issue. 

As the commission is convinced 
that economic interest Plays a de- 
cisive part in the Chaco war, par- 
ticularly with régard to oil, it pro- 
posed an economic conference to 
be held after the war had been 
ended by arbitration... 

On the Subject of Oil. 

On the subject of oil the report 
said: “Oil, which, according to cer- 
tain unverified reports, exists every- 
where in the ‘Chaco, actually has 
been discovered in the western 
region which the Paraguayan army 
recently approached. 

“In 1927, when Argentina estab- 


agents of the Standard Oil Co. ap- 
parently left Northern Argentina 
and, carrying their material to 
Bolivia, took an active interest in 
deposits on the other side of the 
frontier, These deposits are being 
retained as a kind of reserve which 
how seems to be attracting the 
special attention of the pr 
ments ‘concerned.” 

Each country, the report empha- 
sized, maintains that it owns ‘the 
Chato and is fighting in defense of 
its territory.

to Be Lisoited | 
Mostly: to Cases Where | § 
Hurt to Interstate : Com-

WASHINGTON, May 12.—NRA’s 
prosecutions for code violation 
henceforth will be limited almost al- 
together to: those cases in which 
adverse influence on interstate com- 
merce can be demonstrated. 

The widest possible interpretation 
of what is interstate commerce will 
be used by the prosecuting officials 
—an interpretation possibly reach- 
ing far beyond the standpat ‘ideas 
of many veteran Federal judges— 
but nevertheless the new policy dis- 
misses any possibility of prosecut- 
ing strictly localized little busi- 
nesses. 

‘The program was stated today in 
a deelaration of enforcement policy 
made by A. G. McNight, director of 
litigation ,before a group of NRA 
legal men. 

“We shall ask the courts to find 
as a fact, as to particular viola- 
tions,” he said, “that the transac- 
[tion involved was either in or af- 
fected interstate commerce, That 
the court will be in a position to 
make a finding of fact favorable to | 
our contention in practically. every 
case submitted seems to , be free 
from question.” 

This was seen as a definite step 
toward carrying out NRA’s retreat

The widow of Joseph J. Kulage, 
a miller whose large gifts to Cath- 
olic charities caused him to be 
made a Knight of St. Gregory, a 
distinction conferred by the Pope, 
Mrs. Kulage continued his benefac- 
tions after his death in 1909, She 
contributed to the building and 
maintenance of shrines in the Holy 
Land, and was made a Countess of 
the Holy Sepulchre by Pius X. For 
several years she was the only 
American woman holding this dis- 
tinction.

In 1927 Mrs. Kulage made her 
two largest gifts in St. Louis.

Assembly Line Fixes 
Front Wheel Camber 


Individual front wheel springing 
brought a number of manufactur- 
ing problems, not the least of which 

was that of quickly ead accurately 
checking and adjusting the camber 
and “toe-in” of the two independent 
front axles, 

Factory engineers of the Plym- 
outh Motor Corporation have re- 
duced the element of human error 
to a minimum with the development 
and installation of a fixture gauge 
on the assembly line, 

The gauge, swinging over the 


line on an overhead track, is oper-{ 


ated by two men who attach it to 
the moving Plymouth chassis and 
make the necessary adjustments in 
a few seconds. The gauge shows 
four readings, the camber and “toe- 
in” on each side. 

The fixture gauge makes unnec- 
essary building the car complete 
and then running it over a ramp | 
or pit for the adjustments, With 
the gauge in operation, the adjust- 
thents are made at the point on the 
assembly line where the axles are 
added to the chassis. 

The engineers say that the gauge 
saves valuable time in the assembly 
of Plymouth cars and equally val- 
uable floor space in the factory.

The price range is $795 for the 
standard business coupe to $925 
for the five-passenger, four-door 
club sedan. On a 117-inch wheel- 
base chassis, the new line includes 
five body types at the following F. 


1-10. B. prices: five-passenger, four- 


door club sedan with built-in trunk, 
two-passenger business coupe, 
$795; four-passenger sport coupe, 
$855; five-passenger four-door se- 
dan, $895; five-passenger touring 
sedan, $865. . 

Powered with a Buick straight 
eight, valve-in-head engine develop- 
ing 93 horse-power, the new cars 
are said to do up to 85 miles an 
hour and accelerate from 10 to 60 
miles an hour in 21 seconds. Fuel 
consumption is said ‘to be 15 miles 
per gallon of gasoline at a cruising 
speed of 55 miles per hour. 

The valve-in-head has a bore of 
3 3-32 inches and stroke of 3 7-8 
inches, giving a displacement of 233 
cubic inches. The car has a sec- 
ond gear speed up to 55 miles per 
hour.

What Are. “Public Waters?” 
ITH the outdoor season now at hand sportsmen and conserva- 
Wiw officials as well are again being faced with the perplexing 
question of what constitutes the public’s rights in the outdoors. 
‘No completely satisfactory opinion has ever been furnished by either 
the courts, the Attorney-General’s office or the —— Legislature in 
Missouri. 


Most common of the duettions 
arising annually is that pertaining 
to the public’s relation to fishing 
on the streams of the State, Mis- 
souri’s laws, it is pointed out, place 
certain regulations on fishing prac- 
tices on navigable streams, but fail 
to specify what constitutes a nav- 
igable stream. 

However, in the case of the 
State’s rights to protect certain fish 
in “waters of the State” are well 
defined in a Missouri Supreme 
Court decision. That body held that 
“waters of the State” meant any 
waters of the State in which fish do 
or may have a habitat excepting 
private ponds and reservoirs. when 
wholly upon the premises of owner 
or occupant and waters in which 
fish are artificially propagated and 


flies,’ even ietie wwitime an occa- 
sional dry fly. Worms, minnows, 
and dough have been the best baits 
for the other fish now in season. 

Those who have been on the 
streams during the last week are 
of the opinion that fishing will be 
very good when the 1934 game fish 
season opens Decoration day. Bass 
are reported as biting well now 
but of course must be returned to 
the water unharmed when hooked. 
Conservation offiicals point out that 
‘all fish being returned to the wa- 
ter should be handled with wet 
hands. Handling of fish with dry 
hands usually results in-a prema- 
ture death of the fish.

What Constitutes Trespass? 


Another question which haz aris- 

en to virtually every hunter and 
fisherman in recent years and per- 
haps to land owners, too, is what 
constitutes trespass on a stream or 
lake. No satisfactory answer has 
ever been given as to the rights of a 
fisherman on a stream or the rights 
of a land owner to permit either 
free or pay fishing. or prohibit 
fishing on a stream bordering his 
property even when the fisherman 
may be wading the middle of the 
stream. 
Until the State Legislature de- 
fines the public’s rights in the out- 
doors, sportsmen will have to con- 
tinue to make their peace as the 
need arises, those who have 
searched the game and fish regula- 
tions believe.

Vital 
records of the county are con- 
stantly in jeopardy in the present 
building; office conditions are 
overcrowded, which makes for in- 
efficiency; should a fire sweep this 
building the deeds of trust: for 
thousands ~of pieces *of.’ propérty 
would be destroyed. Real’ estate 
sales in the county would prac- 
tically cease until such time as the 
Legislature might legalize one or 
more of the title companies’ rec- 
ords of primary consideration, so 
that clear title to property might 
once more be available.

‘The $2,000,000 in school bonds,

day’s election, is less in amount 
and in proportion than school bonds 
recently voted in other large aad 
small communities, Superintendent 
of Instruction Gerling said yester- 
day. 

His statement, explaining the need 


of the bonds, follows: 

“In developing its building pro- 
gram the Board of Education is 
governed by a desire to co-operate 
with the President in his national 
recovery program. With the excep- 
tion of the period of the World 
War, the erection of school build- 
ings has been financed out of cur- 
rent revenue. Under existing eco- 
nomic conditions this cannot be 
continued. The war emergency is 
repeating itself in the form of a 
world economic emergency, by 
which the people of St. Louis, like

“The board, in submitting this 
bond issue to the people, is gov- 
erned by the conviction that the 
citizenry is gratified over an in- 
creased enrdliment of 3694 high 
schoo! pupils in two years; that the 
public desires these pupils to re- 
ceive the kind of instruction that is 
possible in: high school buildings 
properly equipped, not overcrowded, 
and staffed by a well-prepared 
teaching body; that vocational edu- 
cation for white and Negro young 
people is an economic and social as- 
set to the city; that portable ele- 
mentary school buildings should, as 
far as possible, be replaced by per- 
manent, fireproof buildings; and, in 
particular, that St. Louis is not to 
lose its pre-eminence among the 
public school systems of our coun- 
try.”

THER powers are given the. President 
by the provisions of the Act (NIRA) 

-but those specified above are sufficient in 
a general way to indicate the unusual 
nature of the authority placed in his 
hands. In a broad sense it is purely an 
administrative measure, to a limited extent 
and somewhat by common consent of those 
directly affected,, placing under the Presi- 
dent’s control the nation’s industrial and 
trade activities.

administered solely by the President and 
by those answerable directly to him.

| THE WEEK'S NEW FILMS

NE of the best and surest fire 
box office films of this or of any 
recent year is ‘Viva Villa” down 
at Loew's, Wally Beery's newest 
meller of the life and frequent, if 
incidental, loves of the Mexican ban- 
dit who rose from the cactus and 
sage brush and dirt to sit, for a 
brief period, in the presidental chair 


of the Republic to our south. Not 
always, as the film makers them- 
selves point out, does the story 
stick to history and truth. It skims 
along the edge of both however and 
in making Villa a glamorous and 
rather dazzling hero it unfolds an 
amazingly fine picture in a splen- 
did manner.

This brings 
gbout his downfall for Fay’s broth- 
er, in the picture, kills him just 
when the bandit-hero is about to 
give up strife and turmoil and settle 
down to enjoy life as a quiet dirt 
farmer. The incidents in Villa’s 
career touching upon his raids into 
United States territory and his con- 
flict with our troops are not touched 
upon in the film but for all of the 
dodging around established facts 
“Viva Villa” is a great piece of 
screen entertainment.

é "7 OHN W. DREYER claims 
the distinction of having 
escaped violent death by 
the skin of his teeth at 
& least 15 times in his 44 

years of life. Water, fire, 

explosion, battle and 
other agencies of death have repeated- 
ly dragged him to the brink of the 
grave, but always providence—Kismet, 
he says—has interfered in the nick of 
time and let him live to tell the tale. 

And it is a thrilling collection of 
tales he has to tell. Furthermore, he 
has documents, photographs and other 
evidence which would substantiate 
them.

In its pages are listed sure ‘‘cures” 
for ailing man and beast, as well as 
directions as to how to catch thieves, 
make stubborn chickens lay eggs, pro- 
tect wheat from the Hessian fly, ex- 
tinguish fire without water, make 
beer, cure the poll-evil in horses, in- 
crease the growth of wool on sheep, 
treat a sick cow, charm guns and keep 
from being cheated in a card came. 


O KEEP from “falling away,’’ a 
most inclusive term, the book 
advises: ‘“‘Let the

Twenty-five years ago 
the law came to grips with ‘‘hexing”’ 
for the first time when “silver bul- 
lets’’ were used in Tumbling Run Val- 
ley to ward off the prowling visits of 
witches in animal form. Since thené 
many crimes have been committed as 
a result of the powerful faith in the 
advice given by the ‘‘hex doctors,’ 
who are credited with being endowed 
with superhuman vision. 

The latest ‘‘hex’’ crime is a classical 
example of the malevolent power such 
superstition may exercise over the 
minds of its adherents.

After the man 
in Hazleton started to say prayers 
for me, she never came any more, be- 
cause he broke her power. But a big, 
black cat would come and its eyes 
were green like fire.

“If I could say, ‘God the Father, 
God the Son, and God the Holy 
Ghost,’ it would go away.

I 
thought about killing Mrs. Mummey. 

‘‘Now I know I have done the right 
thing and her eyes are closed forever. 
I am not afraid of the electric chair, 
or life imprisonment because my life 
was not worth living all these past 
seven years. Now I can face anything. 
] am a man again, thank God. And 
I say that last very reverently, for God 
has led me through this and sent his 
angel to me to tell me that I must 
kill this woman. 

“I remember the terrible feeling of 
fear I had. I spent hundreds of rest- 
less nights during those seven years 
and at times I was a physical wreck. 
I tried to drive those terrible thoughts 
from my mind by going to places of 
amusement. I began to go to dances 
but on entering the hall the same spell 
seemed to grasp me. I was unable to 
dance. Instead of enjoying the even- 
ing I would stand in the corner of the 
dance hall, almost powerless.

KANSAS CITY. 
HEN she was about 
30 years old Miss 
Martha Biggerstaff 
was cashier in a 
clothing store. She 
lost her job when 
it was discovered 
that the accounts 
showed a shortage 
of $12,000; she 
was never prosecuted, because she re- 
stored the money. Later she was em- 
ployed by an investment company and 
misappropriated the stamp money to 
pay her personal bills. She lost the 
job, but was never prosecuted. In 
1922, while working for a trust com- 
pany, she took mortgages belonging 
to the company and got persvunal loans 
on their security. The firm lost $7200 
and she lost her job, but she was 
never prosecuted. 

The other day it was discovered to 
everyone’s amazement that Miss 
Bhiggerstaff was responsible for a 
$41,000 shortage in the reserve fund 
of the Woman's City Club here, of 
which she was treasurer. Simultane- 
ously it came out that she had swin- 
dled personal friends, most of them 
also members of the club, of more 
than $60,000. All this she confesses, 
and several things besides. 

Shortly after all these extraor- 
dinary revelations came out, Miss Big- 
gerstaff was taken to Research Hos- 
pital, where physicians said she was 
suffering from a malignant growth on 
the spine. They estimated she will 
not live for more than five months—a 
year at the outside... She came out 
of the hospital to meet an investigat- 
ing committee from the Woman’s City 
Club, then went back to bed. 

At first it seemed that the special 
dispensation which had guarded 
Martha Biggerstaff from prosecution 
all her life would intervene again. 
None of the victims seemed inclined to 
institute proceedings against her. The 
First Mortgage Savings and Loan As- 
sociation, Miss Biggerstaff's most re- 
cent employer, had lost nothing tan- 
gible by her transactions. The others 
seemed rather to pity than to despise 
her. Even the little ‘club waitress 
who was cheated out of $500 by this 
supposedly reputable and expert busi- 
ness woman, seemed unlikely to carry 
her resentment to a courtroom. In- 
stead of criminal action, imprison- 
ment, revenge, Miss Biggerstaff was 
surfeited with flowers and sympathetic 
messages from her many friends. They 
were all profoundly shocked and com- 
pletely surprised, but full of pity. Now 
it seems that the club women's hus- 
bands have had something to say. 
Charles M. Bush, husband of the club’s 
president, has taken depositions, and 
George O. Pratt, the club’s atturney, 
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has asked that these be filed against 
Miss Biggerstaff at the Prosecutor's 
office. Pratt also asked for a war- 
rant, which was at first denied on the 
ground that the evidence in the depo- 
sition was too general to be used. 

As a matter of fact, there is some- 
thing unfortunate in Miss Bigger- 
staff's predilection for misappropria- 
tion of funds. It all comes from a 
gambling urge which is so overpower- 
ing that she has never been able to 
resist it. Almost all the money which 


‘she has stolen in her long career has 


been lost on the grain market. She 
made only one speculation in indus- 
trial stocks—all the rest in grain— 
and she was consistently unsuccessful. 
Once she lost $30,000 at a single 
throw. When asked why she had done 
it, why she had ruined some of her 
best friends, speculated with the en- 
tire life savings of Mrs. W. J. Dough- 
ty with whom she has lived for 14 
years, she could give no explanation. 
“IT don’t know,” she said. ‘‘Why 
do people do it? They always have 
something hanging over them, crush- 
ing them. They can’t ever have free- 
dom; they’re always afraid somebody 
will find out about them. I just don’t 
know.’ Not a soul knew her secret 
during all the years, she said. 


HE discovery that everything 
was not as it should be in the 
treasury of the Woman's City 
Club came about in a rather dramatic 
manner. The women lunch together 
once a week. There are 2330 members. 
A good crowd was present on the day 
of the discovery. They were just going 
in to sit down when representatives 
of the Commerce Trust Company came 
up to Mrs. Charles M. Bush, the presi- 
dent, and showed her a check for $10,- 
000 marked “Insufficient Funds."’ The 
check was signed by Miss Biggerstaff 
as treasurer of the club, and it was 
given in payment for some United 
States bonds, which had been deliv- 
ered to Miss Biggerstaff. The check 
was drawn on the Traders Gate City 
Bank. Another check—on Miss Big- 
gerstaff’s personal account—egiven in 
payment for $5000 worth of bonds, 
also came back. 

Obviously the club ladies were be- 
wildered and a trifle suspicious, but 
it did not occur to them that their 
treasurer, who was considered one of 
the cleverest business women in Kan- 
sas City, could have done anything dis- 
honest, They assured the bankers that 
as soon as they could get in touch 
with Miss Biggerstaff they would get 
everything straightened out very nice- 
ly. But when Mrs. Bush reached her 
on the phone, the treasurer said she 
was feeling ill and was just on her 
way to the hospital.

the club, when they asked her how it 
had happened, what it all meant, she 
answered, “I don’t remember.’’ They 
went to the bank, the other officers 
and Miss Biggerstaff, and she asked 
to be allowed to go down to the vault 
alone. There were securities valued 
at $41,000 in the reserve fund. 
The other officers said they would 
prefer going along, if she didn’t mind. 


And when they opened the box, there’ 


was absolutely nothing of value in it. 

Meanwhile another ‘‘rubber’’ check 
for $6000 had turned up. 

They decided to let Miss Biggerstaff 
go to the hospital. Here it was dis- 
covered for the first time that she was 
suffering from an incurable and fatal 
malady. 

It seems that Miss Biggerstaff had 
an enviable reputation in down-town 
Kansas City. Her employers at the 
First Mortgage Savings and Loan 
Company must have trusted her com- 
pletely, for she was able to withdraw 
the investment accounts of her friends 
and appropriate their subsequent re- 
mittances. The savings firm itself lost 
no money through her dealings. 


ER general method of operation 
H was simple, though its effective- 
ness must have been dependent 
largely on Miss Biggerstaff’s persona! 
charm and her disarming manner. She 
had taken all the money in the club 
accounts and appropriated it to her 
speculation. She had gotten a good 
deal more money from the accounts 
of her friends. Often she did not have 
to steal; the accounts were simply 
turned over to her for investment. 
The dificult thing was to cover up 
the losses—especially as regards the 
club accounts. These were inspected 
periodically by an auditor. 
Whenever she learned that the 
auditor was about to go over the 


books, Miss Biggerstaff would buy 


bonds at one bank and pay for them 
with a check drawn on another bank. 
She would present the bonds to the 
auditor in person, then hurry to a 
third bank and sell the bonds sw that 


she could cover the bad check which 
had been used to pay for them. She 
did this time after time—for 12 years, 
she admitted to Gerald Parker, vice- 
president of the Commerce Trust Com- 
pany, the bank which brought about 
the discovery. For the last audit 
previous to her discovery she bought 
and sold $44,500 in bonds. She esti- 
mates that for about five years there 
have been no bonds in the club’s safe- 
ty deposit box.

If I were to take one 
little sniff of this gas I would be dead 
before I had said 40 more words. Now 
why can not this gas be used in war- 
fare? Fortunately, there is a very 
big catch in it, which I will tell you 
about later. 

‘‘Another really dangerous gas is 
carbon monoxide. It is an extraordi- 
narily subtle poison. A very small 
concentration will produce collapse in 
a man without any warning, and if he 
is not properly treated he will die. An 
idling bus has about 6 per cent carbon 
monoxide in its exhaust. 

“Take a narrow street like Bond 
street (the Fifth avenue of London) 
during the crowded hours of the day. 
There is a very large quantity of real- 
ly poisonous gas given off by busses 
and cars. Why are there no casual- 
ties? The answer is simple, and that 
answer is nearly the whole text of my 
argument—it is the ventilating power 
of the atmosphere. 


ee S YOU know, we are sur- 
A onndes by millions and mil- 
lions of molecules of nitrogen 
and oxygen, darting about and very 
busy. Now carbon monoxide has a 
molecular weight of 30, while nitrogen 
has a molecular weight of 28 and oxy- 
gen of 32. So if you let loose carbon 
monoxide, in a very short space of 
time it would be knocked about and 
dispersed by the molecules of the air, 
which have practically the same mole- 
cular weight. That is why people are 
not killed in rows in Bond street. 
‘Now consider the question of 
ehemicals in warfare. The first gas 
attack used in the last war was chlo- 
rine. This is a heavy yellowish gas 
which is fairly deadly. But its deadli- 
ness depends upon perfect atmospher- 
ic condition at the right moment. Its

On the 
other hand, it does not spread rapidly. 
If it falls on wet, porous soil it decom- 
poses and will not travel far or fast. 
“In my view, chemical warfare has 
got such a hold on the imagination of 
the civilian population that the main 


the 
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danger is psychological. For that 
reason, if I were responsible for the 
organization of air raids on civilian 
populations, I believe I would drop a 
few gas bombs along with the high 
explosives and incendiary ones, merely 
to throw the population into a panic. 

“There have been astonishing state- 
ments about the dangers from gas to 
the civilian population in the next war. 
If you ever find yourself in a gas raid 
and can keep your head sufficiently 
to close your windows, put out your 
fire and wait until the properly con- 
stituted authority has dispersed the 
gas, you will be reasonably safe. If 
you have no duty to perform and sim- 
ply get into a hot bath, smoke a pipe 
and sing, you will be practically com- 
pletely safe. Nothing will happen un- 
less the enemy scores a direct hit on 
you.”’ 

When Dr. Freeth first gave this ad- 
vice about the hot bath and the pipe 
he was accused of callous levity. He 
explained that by this particular piece 
of advice he merely meant that if you 
stayed quietly indoors during a gas 
raid you would probably be safe. 

‘“Not but that a hot bath would not 
be a. good place in which to be,’’ he 
continued. ‘‘With your body covered by 
the water and with a rapid sponging 
of your face, you would be pretty well 
protected against any gas fumes which 
might penetrate the room.’’ 

Dr. Freeth'’s opinion regarding the 
comparative ineffectiveness of gas 
raids is shared by a number of leading 
chemists with whom the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent also talked. It is un- 
derstood that the man who was chief 
assistant to the late Dr. Fritz Haber, 
who was the chief German gas expert 


during the war, and who is now in this 


country, has privately supported the 
thesis of Dr. Freeth and that the same

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MAJOR FREETH TELLS HOW TO AVOID BEING GASSED 


Says British Chemist

by one of the leading American Army 
gas authorities. Dr. Freeth is also 
strongly supported by J. B. S. Hal- 
dane, the famous bio-chemist, former- 
ly attached to Cambridge Univer 
sity, who did a lot of gas experimental 
work for the British Army during the 
war. 

Haldane favors, or at least would 
“seriously consider,’’ the provision of 
gas masks for the population of Lon- 
don and other large towns and the 
instruction of school children in their 
use. Otherwise, he amply indorses Dr. 
Freeth’s thesis regarding the compara- 
tive uselessness of gas air raids. Dis- 
cussing that question in his book, “A 
Defense of Chemical Warfare,’’ he 
wrote: 

‘“‘Many otherwise wéll-informed peo- 
ple have very erroneous views as to 
the poisonousness of gases. Gases are 
dangerous in the laboratory or factory 
if they kill without giving warning by 
odor or irritation; but gases of this 
kind, such as carbon monoxide and 
hydrogen arsenide, have to-be present, 
in order to kill, in concentrations 
which cannot practically be produced 
in the open. 

“Most of the prophets of disaster 
from gas bombs make no calculations 
at all. Let us try to make a rough one. 
On the nights of March 11 to March 
14, 1918, just before the great of- 
fensive of March 21, the Germans fired 
150,000 mustard gas shells into the 
villages and valleys of the Cambrai sa- 
lient, an area of about 20 square miles, 
the same as that of central London. 


aa Bes caused 4500 casualties, of 
whom only 50 died (all of 
them because they took off 
their respirators too soon). The area 
was not evacuated. In central London, 
if the population had had gas masks, 
the casualties would have been per- 
haps 10 times greater. 

‘“‘But we have to compare this hypo- 
thetical air raid, not with any raid 
that actually occurred, but with a 
bombardment of 150,000 high-explo- 
sive shells or their equivalent in 
bombs. This would hardly have left 
a house in central London untouched, 
and the dead would have been num- 
bered not in hundreds, but in tens of 
thousands. Such an attack would 
have required the visits on repeated 
nights of something like 1000 air- 
planes. Such a number is not yet a 
practical possibility. 

‘We are, perhaps, inclined to under- 
estimate the potentialities of town- 
bombing with high explosive and in- 
cendiary bombs. An attack by 10 or 
20 times as many airplanes as ever 
bombed London simultaneously might 
well ring round a given area fairly 
completely with wrecked streets or 
burning houses, in which case most of 
the buildings and a good proportion of 
the inhabitants would be destroyed. 

“The reasons why explosives are 
more likely to be effective than poison 
on a town are as follows: Houses 
are far more vulnerabie to explosives 
than earthworks and do far more dam- 
age to their occupants in collapsing, 
besides being inflammable. And, on 
the other hand, they contain far more 
refuges which are nearly gas proof. 
“A shut room on the first or second 
floor would be nearly proof against 
gas released in the neighborhood, if it 
had not got a lighted fire to drag 
contaminated air from outside into it. 
Moreover, civilfans could, and would, 
rapidly evacuate an area which had 
been heavily soaked with mustard gas, 
whereas soldiers have to stay on at 
the risk of their lives. 

“Gas bombs would certainly be 
less effective than high-explosives on 
a town whose inhabitants were pro- 
vided with respirators, probably even 
if they were unprovided. 

“But let us tell our civilian popu-

In addition, at the army 
Small Arms School, there is an 
anti-gas section which trains of- 
ficers and non-commissioned offi- 
cers as regimental instructors in 
defense against gas, the regiment 
being the basis of training for the 
rank and file. 

All the men of the regular army 
are, of course, provided with and 
trained in the use of the gas mask. 
The present model is considered 
adequate defense against all the 
gases known at present. Some of 
the gas chemists, however, admit 
the possibility, if not the proba- 
bility, of a further development of 
irritant smokes against which the 
present type of gas mask will not 
serve as protection, and that prob- 
lem is now being studied. 


HE men in the Territorial 
Army, which corresponds 
roughly to our National 
Guard, are not yet equipped with 
fas masks, but the War Office is 
now considering the question. It 
is largely if not entirely a ques- 
tion of money; the factor which 
is and probably will long continue 
to be the reason why the civilian 
population of London and other 
large British towns in the path of 
possible future air raids will not 
be provided with masks. 

The army training in gas de- 
fense is based on two manuals, 
‘‘Defense Against Gas’ and ‘‘Man- 
ual of Treatment of Gas Casual- 
ties.” The first, a pamphlet of 
some 60 pages, contains the fol- 
lowing chapter headings: ‘‘Nature 
of Gas Warfare,” ‘“‘Forms of Gas 
Attack,”’ “Individual Protection,”’ 
“Collective Protection,’’ ‘Special 
Measures Necessary for Protection 
Against Blistering Agents,’’ ‘‘Pro- 
tection of Animals Against War 
Gases,’’ ‘‘General Procedure for 
Dealing With Gas Attacks,” ‘‘Ef- 
fect of War Gases and the First 
Aid Measures Against Them,’’ 
“Dangers From Carbon Monox- 
ide,”’ ‘‘Anti-Gas Training,” and, 


finally, appendices regarding the 
wearing, adjustment and handling 
of gas masks. 

The second manual is a later 


and larger work covering much 
the same ground in a more com- 
prehensive fashion. 

But despite the reassuring as- 
sertions of all the chemists as to 
the comparative ineffectiveness 
and humanity of gas warfare as 
compared to high explosives, in- 
terested and intelligent civilians, 
in discussing the question, with a 
natural feeling of uneasiness, are 
usually rather skeptical. Many of 
them display the traditional dis- 
trust of ‘‘the experts’ and their 
verdict boils down to this: 

“It’s all very well; this stuff 
they tell us about gas not being 
nearly as terrible as we non-ex- 
perts imagine. But the.war crowd 
and the experts are, as always, 
picturing the next war in terms 
of the last. And the next war is 
seldom the same as the last. If it 
isn’t, and if it comes, what hap- 
pens to us?”

story: ‘I was an instructor in 
the First Royal Naval Brigade. 
We were in Belgium. Our refu- 
gee train had been ambushed near 
Exaade. It was in October, 1914. 
There was terrific street fighting. 
The town was a shambles. I was 
doing what I could to make it un- 
comfortable for the Germans when 
a woman came running to me. She 
had been shot through the fore- 
arm and begged me to bind her 
wound. 

‘“‘While I was putting a bandage 
on her arm another bullet caught 
her between the eyes and she fell 
dead. The bullet must have 
missed me only a fraction of an 
inch. I picked up my rifle and 
saw six Germans coming after me. 
I got the first one, but the others 
closed in. There was a short and 
desperate scrimmage. Some of 
them whacked me with their rifle 
butts. One stuck his bayonet 
through my leg. I fell. 

“They left me for dead. They 
weren’t far wrong at that—I was 
more dead than alive. For three 
days and three nights I lay there, 
my leg in bad shape, six of my 
ribs caved in. My tongue swelled 
for lack of water and choked me. 


‘I was just about to give up trying 


to live when the German Red 
Cross came along and took me 
away. I landed finally at a pris- 
on camp at Doeberitz. For four 
years I was a prisoner of war.’’ 

A shipwreck, in 1923, gave 
Dreyer another uncomfortably 
close call. It happened. off Bo- 
reas Island, Washington. 

“The newspapers reported the 
whole crew dead,’’ Dreyer recalls. 
‘““‘My wife nearly went crazy from 


Worry. 
“Our boat, the Nos Redna— 
that’s ‘Anderson’ spelled back- 


wards—grounded on a reef in 
heavy seas. We got away in the 
dory. I rowed out to the crate of 
lumber we were towing. And we 
just got off that boat in the nick 
of time. We felt safe on the lum- 
ber, although it was riding high 
in a heavy surf. But we hadn't 
counted on what was going to hap- 


pen next. The chains holding the 
lumber together parted. I yelled 
to my men. We swam, holding to 
whatever we could. Well, I got 
back to the Nos Redna. And we 
got it off the reef and saved sal- 
vage.’’ 

A few of the other narrow 
escapes in Dreyer'’s list: 

Blown up when the yacht Arab 
exploded in the yacht harbor at 
San Francisco, in 1931. The deck 
and canopy of the shattered boat 
were.still in the air when he land- 
ed feet first on the dock. 


RAPPED three weeks later 
in the cabin of the yacht San 
Susie when it caught fire in 
the San Francisco yacht harbor. 
Flames barred his escape by the 
door and shatter-proof glass in the 
windows kept him from getting 
out that way. He finally fought 
his way through the flames by 
using a fire extinguisher. As soon 
as he reached a place of safety he 
fell unconscious as a result of hav- 
ing inhaled tetrachloride gas from 
the extinguisher. 

Caught in an explosion and fire 
on the yacht Alice at the St. Fran- 
cis Yacht Club landing, San Fran- 
cisco, in 1932. The explosion 
knocked him unconscious against 
a bulkhead. He was dragged to 
safety just as flames were about 
to envelop him.

‘Finally I decided that any kind 
of bullet would do. So I took 
one of the large pumpkin shells, 
containing a heavy bullet like you 
use in deer hunting, and started 
for the house. Time and time 
again I would start for the house 
but each time I would get so weak 
that I was sure the spell she had 
cast over me was protecting her 
life. This made me more deter- 
mined to kill her. 

“The night I killed her I had 
the greatest feeling of confidence 
I've had. I got the gun, loaded 
it and went to the Mummey house. 
Now I am glad I did it, but I am 
sorry for one thing—I cannot 
marry Selina, the only one who 
understood me.” 

Selina Burnstel of Mahanoy 
City is 21 and works in a shirt 
factory. When she came to see 
Shinsky in the jail a few days aft- 
er his arrest she:ran into his arms 
and declared she wanted to marry 
“Albie’’ no matter what fate was 
in store for him. But Shinsky 
said that wouldn't do. 

Selina gave this account of what 
she knew of the ‘‘hexing’’ of “‘Al- 
bie”: 

‘‘We went to the movies Sun- 
day, Monday and Tuesday nights. 
I didn’t know anything about Mrs. 
Mummey but I noticed Albie was 
so different. He seemed so hap- 
py and he could look at you and 
talk to you, instead of holding his 
head down and keeping quiet, like 
he was all the time. Usually I had 
to do most of the loving and kiss- 
ing, but one of these nights in the 
movies I fell asleep. 


Thought He Was 'Hexed’ 


“My shoes were hurting me and 
I took them off. When I got up, 
Albie was kissing me. Tuesday 
night we came home and we sat 
in the yard until 3 o’clock in the 
morning. He was a changed per- 
son. 

“I met him at a dance three 
years ago and I thought he was 
swell. He told me right away, 
when I asked him why he was so 
quiet, that a woman had ‘hexed’ 
him. I believed him, because *I’d 
heard of it before, and I wanted 
to help him. Sometimes I saw 
things myself at night. It wasn’t 
when I was asleep, but when I 
was lying awake I’d suddenly see 
Albie standing at the foot of my 
bed, crying and waving his hands. 

“When I’d get up and run to 
him, to help him, he'd disappear. 
After this happened, I saw him 
there one night, dressed in a 
striped prison suit. I got up and 
called mother; then he was gone. 
Oh, I’d do anything for him.’’
